To  dti  this  practically  would  cost  so  much 
that  tins  rag  sugar  would  be  far  dearer  than 
that  which  nature  beneficently  inaunfactnres 
by  sipiilarly,  but  more  effectively,  acting 
npouj  the  fibres  of  the  sugar  cane  or  beet 
root.,

ing  i^stnrbed,  or  of  tbe  paper  maker*  beiug 
deprived  of  their  raw  material,  by  the  riv¬ 
alry  Af  rag  sugar,  though  the  chemist  may 
display  iu  a  show  glass  some  crystals  that 
be  ljus  mode  from  oue  of  his  worn-out 
ahirtL— London  Grocer.
